STRATHCONA REFUSES 
MAYOR LEE’S OFFER 


Southern City Will Not Give $50,000 
For Single Fares Two Years After 
Bridge is Completed, But Offer 
That Amount For Single Fares as 
Soon as Bridge is Finished. 


With one accord, at the Strathcona 
City Council meeting last night, the 
aldermen placed themselves on record 
as being opposed to the latest high- 
level bridge contribution proposal, 
that Strathcona give $50,000 in return 
for single fares two years after the 
completion of the bridge, After pro- 
longed discussion, however, they 
passed a resolution in favor of a 
$50.008 in return for single fares im 
mediately upon completion of the 
structure. This far will they go and 
no further, and from the tenor of 
last night's meeting no more favor- 
able offer will be secured from Strath- 
cona. Even the offer outlined in the 
resolution was viewed with disfavor 
by some of the aldermen, and the re- 
solution called for $45,000 at first but 


wag afterwards changed to $50,000 
after a delegation composed of Dr. 
Archibald, A. E. Austin and M, Far- 
ring had expressed themselves in 
favor of such a 6um, 

The council do not pledge them- 
selves to secure the passage of a 


by-law for $50,000, but they will sub- 
mit it to the people, in order that 
they may obtain the voice of the rate. 
payers. ; 

Mayor Duggan's Report. 

Mayor Duggan opened the diser 
sion by reporting that last Friday he 
wus invited to go to Edmonton by 
Mayor Lee. He asked if he would

NO OPPOSITION TO 
BRIDGE BY-LAWS 


Mayor Lee and Ald. Gariepy Explain 
Financial End of High Level 
Bridge at Public Meeting. 


_— 


There was a very small attendance of 
ratepayers at the meeting in the German 
Cub Hall last night, called by Mayor 
Lee for the purpose of giving reasons 
why the money by-laws to provide for 
a traffic section on the C.P.R, high level 
bridge, should carrry.. The mayor and 
Ald. Gariepy, who also addressed the 
meeting, were prepared to meet with op- 
position and to answer questions, but 
the audince seemed to take it for grant- 
ed that the whole matter had been set- 
tled by the passiag of Mhe C.P.R. agree- 
ment and what questions were asked were 
not relevant to the point at issue, whe- 
ther the by-laws should carry or not. 

The mayor after reciting the history 
of the negotiations with the C.P.R. and 
the government, in regard to the bridge, 
and giving a description of the traffic 
section and its advantages over a separ- 
ate bridge, read a telegram which he 
had just received from Mr. Peters in 
reply to his request for information as 
company proposed to start 
structure.

Mr. Peters stated that the engineers 
had had to postpone the completion of 
plans for the bridge owing to the uncer- 
tainty of the traffic section being requir- 
ed. When this matter had been settled 
by the citizens of Edmonton the plans 
would be prepared forthwith. The en 
gineers were of the opinion that the 
structure could be completed in one year 
from the commencement of the work, 
barring unforeseen obstacles. Mr. Peters 
thought that 18 months would be a ‘ib- 
eral allowance of time. 


Mayor Lee thought there was no doubt 
whatever but what the company would 
commence construction as soon as the 
plans were completed and tenders had 
been calld for, if the bylaws were passed 
next Monday.

The mayor gave a general description 
of the bridge as it would be built. On 
this side the roadway would approach 
the bridge at about the present level. On 
the Strathcona side the road would turn 
out, and rise twenty five or thirty feet 
by a five per cent. grade. There was no 
place on either side of the bridge where 
there would be a level crossing. The roads 
passed in every case either over ar under 
the railway line. The roadway on the 
bridge would be 2687 feet long and 23 
feet wide with an eight-foot sidewalk on 
either side. 2 

One great advantage to be dérived from

It was four miles from the cor- 
ner of First street, Edmonton to the 
C.P.R. station in Strathcona by the 


present street car service, 136 miles per 
between the same two Points by way of 
tthe bridge would be 27-8 miles, a reduc- 
tion of 11-8 miles. This would mean a 
saving of 68 miles per day under the 
present street car serive, 136 miles per 
day under a 15-minute service, 204 miles 
under a 10-minute service and 408 miles 
under a five minute service. 

At a cost of 20 cents for each car mile 
the company would save under the pres- 
ent system $4,596 per year, or $14,680 on 
a 10-niinute service. 

Cost to Street Railway. 

The street railway would have to pay 
$92,000 towards the cost of the struc- 
ture; this would mean an annual outlay 
of $4,940, But the saving would be at 
least $4,896 leaving only a trifling ‘al- 
ance, 

Yorty year debentures would be issued 


to cover the city’s share of the cost. 
This would be raised by general taxa 
tion and would amount to $8,368 per 
Year, or 36 cents for each thousand dol- 
lars of assessment. ° 

The total cost of the bridge it was 


estimated would be 1,428,793 of this amn- 
ount at least $500,000 would bs paid out 
in wages during ihe construction, 

The C.P.R. had provided the city with 
a right-of-way from Saskatchewan av- 
enue to the north end of the bridge for 
sidewalks, roadways, etc. Right-of-way 
had also been provided on the Strath- 
cona side to the point where the road 
joined one of the city streets 

The opportunity offered to get the 
bridge was one which might not present

Gives Credit to Mayor. 

Ald. Gariepy domplimented the mayor 
on his clear and business-like statement 
of the bridge proposition. There were 
not many present, and he took it not to 
mean lack of interest but that the peo- 
ple were slready well Yformed on the 
question and intended to cast their votes 
for the money by-law just as they had 
done for the agreement. Credit should 
be given Mayor Lee for the public meet- 
ings which were called and did so much 
to throw light on the agreement. 

Ald. Gariepy suggested that as the 
city council had decided to send Mayor 
Lee and Ald. Armstrong as delegates .o 
the east in quest of information and 
men for the positions of commissioner 
and city engineer they might hove this 
delegation interview the Hon, Frank 
Oliver at Ottawa, to get the Federal 
grant of $100,000 put through as soon as 
possible. The sooner the grant was made 
the sooner work would be started. 

He had learned from a gentleman 
who had just come to the city from Ot- 
tawa that the Dominion government 
was prepared to give dollar for dollar 
with the city a provincial government 
for the  buil of a retaining wall 
along the bank of the Saskatchewan in 
the east end of the city.

KING LEOPOLD LEFT 
ESTATE OF $56,000,000 


Baroness Vaughan, His Morganatic 
Wite, is the Largest Beneficiary— 
Left Only $3,000,000 to His Chil 
dren—Life Stoty of This King, 
Financier, Slave - driver and 
Libertine. 


Paris, Dec. 21 King Leopold, of 
Belgium, leit dn estate of $56,000,000, 
according to despatches from Paris. 
Of this, $6,000,000 is in art treasures 
and jewels. Headed by Princess 
Louise, the Roya! family has taken 
steps to contest for the fortune in the 
courts, Baroness Vaughan, to whom 
he has left the bulk of the estate; the 
Society Immobilere Anonyme, found- 
ed by Leopold, and the Congo Royal 
Endowment will be the defendants. 
It is believed that Leopold transferr- 
ed this property before his death, as 
the will mentioned only $3,000,000 he 
received from his father, which he in 
turn bequeathed to his children 


Sketch of the Dead King. 
Leopold I1., King of fihe Belgians, 
was the son of the late King Leopold 
I., upon whose death, which occurred 
December 10, 1865, he succeeded to 
the throne as Leopold Il. He was 
born in Brussels April 9, 1885, and 
married August 22, 1853, the Arek- 
Duchess Maria of Austria, by whom 
he had three children—two daugh- 
ters and one son, the Duke of Bra- 
bant, who died in 1869 aged ten 
years. In 1855, in company with the 
Duchess of Brabant, he made a 
lengthened tour through Europe, 
Kgypt and Asia Miser, 

As the Duke of Brabant he took a 
prominent part in several important 
discussions in the senate, especially 
in that relating to the establishmen} 
of a maritime service between Ant- 
werp and the Levant, 

Visited England, 

His Majesty visited Mngland very 
frequently. He took a great interest 
in the development of the Congo 
Free State and was head of the in 
ternational association, which was 
formed to open up the Congo river 
and its tributaries. In this con- 
nection he was brought into the pub 
lie view over the exposures of 


Indeed, so pronounced was his friend- 
ship for President Kruger and his 
government that their agent in 
Europe, Dr. Leyds, was encouraged to 
establish his “Legation” at Brussels, 
rather than at the Hague, and to 
make it the headquarters of his anti- 
English propanaganda in behalf of 
the Boer republics, 
Crushing War Taxes. 

But when the latter commenced to 
impose crushing war taxes upon the 
oreign mining concerns at Johannes- 
burg, in order to provide for the 
sinews of war, Leopold's sympathy di- 
minished, end as soon as he realized 
that the control of the Transvaal and 
the Orange Free State was destined 
to pass into the hands of England, he 
at once changed his attitude toward 
the latter, renounced Kruger and 41 
his myrmidons, and sent Dr. Leyds, 
bag and baggage, out of Brussels. 

This, however, did not affect Bel 
gium one way or angther. Indeed, 
it cannot be said of Leopold that he 
had ever deliberately subordinated 
the political interests of his country 
to his own private undertakings save 
in one particular, namely, in en- 
deavoring to drive too hard a bargain 
with the nation in connection with 
the conversion of the Oongo Free 
Stete into a Belgian colany. 

Nation Profited. 

In most of the other commercial 
enterprises which he had organized 
wil initiated, at home and abroad— 
at any rate in those that proved suc- 
cessiul—the nation benefited even 
mere largely than himself, not only 
by the association of its capitalists in 
the undertakings, but likewise 
through the impetus given by the 
latter to Belgian industry and trade. 

Old Nobility. 

The Belgian nobility, which is
